1993 World Pair Driving Championship Features 
Attractions for the Whole Family 


The 1993 World Pair Driving Championship will feature 
world-class international combined driving competition and 
special entertainment attractions to delight the entire family. 

Among the unique equestrian acts featured at the Champion- 
ship will be the One Arm Bandit and Company, the Nissen Ten 
Miniature Donkey Hitch, the Riata Ranch Cowboy Girls and the 
Thunderbird American Indian dancers. 

Oklahoma cowboy John Payne, better known and loved as the 
‘ One Arm Bandit, has spent his entire working life on the back of 
a horse with his Florida Cur Head Dogs at his side. 

In an unexpected twist of fate, Payne suffered a terrible 
ranching accident, sustaining 7,200 volts of electricity through 
his body in 10 seconds. The “shocking experience” destroyed his 
hand, but left his anew nickname, the One Arm Bandit, and anew 
career that has led him to three awards as the Professional Rodeo 
Act of the Year. The One Arm Bandit thrilled New Jersey 
audiences when he performed at The National Horse Show in 
199K: 

Payne displays penning and driving talents that took a lifetime 
to develop. Rodeo bulls willingly defy their own instincts as his 
dogs drive them up to the roof of a huge stock trailer. The One 
Arm Bandit credits his success to two special ingredients...” good 
dogs and good horses.” 

Trotting practically beneath the bellies of the powerful horses 
competing at the World Pair Driving Championships will be the 
Nissen Ten Miniature Donkey Hitch. Called the “World’s Larg- 
est-Smallest Donkey Hitch being driven in public today,” the tiny 
team and its customized Conestoga wagon are almost 40 feet 
long. They require 250 feet of line leather to guide the donkeys. 

John and Mary Nissen of the Lazy N Ranch in Corwith, Iowa, 
own and drive the team. The donkeys, named Ned, Nemo, Nack, 
Nod, Namon, Nolan, Nifty, Notty, Neb and Niles, each stand less 
than 36" at the withers and weigh from 200 to 300 pounds. Their 
ages range from 2 to 17 years. 


When not delighting parade audiences or performing at the 
American Donkey and Mule Society (ADMS)’s National Show, 
the “boys” earn their keep working on the family farm. Recently 
the ten were inducted into the ADMS Versatility Hall of Fame. 

In the past decade, the Riata Ranch Cowboy Girls have 
performed live in front of over 7 million people, including the 
Presidentof Austria, the Prince of Japan, the King of Belgium and 
audiences in the People’s Republic of China. 

Bold, beautiful and full of riding tricks, the Riata Ranch 
Cowboy Girls became a “matter of record” in the 1985 U.S. 
congress for being unique representatives of the American heri- 
tage. Their routines include trick roping and daring stunt gymnas- 
tics from the backs of their galloping Appaloosas. The California 
Natives, age 9 to 23 are coached by South Valley rancher Tommy 
Maier. 

“We're an attraction,” says Maier. “We're the greatest thing to 
happen to the U.S. for public relations since Buffalo Bill.” During 
the Cowboy Girls’ performance at Hamilton Farm, spectators 
might think they have glimpsed .old Bill Cody’s ghost them- 
selves. 

What Western entertainment would be complete if there were 
cowboys but no Indians? At the World Pair Championships, 
spectators will experience a Native American pow-wow when 
the Thunderbird Indian Dancers arrive in Gladstone. 

The Thunderbird Dancers, pledged to “help preserve and 
perpetuate the culture and traditions of the American Indian 
people through songs and dance,” specialize in ceremonial per- 
formances of the Iroquois, Sioux, Winnebago, Hopi, and Santo 
Domingo tribes. Since 1963, the dancers have performed at the 
New York World’s Fair, the Museum of Natural History, and 
countless events. They have raised scholarship funds for young 
Native Americans, as well as expanding the awareness of all 
Americans regarding their native cultures.

The Carriage Fund of The Museums at Stony Brook was 
the recipient of a generous gift from the New England Region 
Carriage Association in honor of Mrs. J. Cecil Ferguson.
